Much @f the testimony in the cur- 
rent trial of Thomas Brimberry 
sounds familiar, but an angry con- 
frontation between opposing 
lawyers during a court recess Thurs- 
day morning provided onlookers 
with a new diversion. 

Immediately after jurors left the 
courtroom for their morning break, 
Defense Attorney David Lubell con- 
fronted Assistant U. S. Attorney 
Ronald Kane and admonished him 
for making an ‘improper state- 
ment” during his redirect examina- 
tion of Viva Elliot, of Granite City, a 
government witness for former 
Fe rity of Miller Excavating, who 
hat ig finished testifying. 

. ELLIOT had testified under 
cross-examination from Lubell that 


she| thought Brimberry was a, 


‘generous’? man, and during 
redirect examination, Kane asked, 
“Did you know that his generosity 
was the result of the money he stole 
from Stix?"’ 

Lubell- promptly objected to 
Kane's question, and U. S. District: 
Court Judge Clyde Cahill told the! 
jury to disregard the question. 

During the recess, Lubell yelled at 
Kane in front of several spectators, 
saying, ‘‘You framed the guy. Now 
you pull this stuff, just like that stuff 

, with Pelzer.’ (Steve Pelzer, former, 
assistant hotel manager for the; 
MGM Grand Hotel in Las Vegas, had 
testified earlier in the week that a 

report, prepared by FBI agents dur- 


ing an interview with Pelzer regar- 
ding his connection with Brimberry, 
contained incorrect information 
Pelzer testified that the preparer, an 
FSI agent, “misunderstood” when 
Pelzer told him that $28,000 he 
received from Brimberry to invest 
im the stock market was a loan. The 
report indicated the Pelzer had said 
the money was a gift.) 

| KANE RESPONDED to Lubell's 
agcusations| by saying repeatedly, 
“Let's go see the judge’ and finally 
left the courtroom. Lubell followed 
him cursing Kane and slamming the 
swinging gate on the railing 
separating spectators from the main 
epurtroom 

A few minutes later, Lubell 
returned from the judge’s 
chambers, apologizing to reporters 
‘as he said, ‘I'm sorry. I should have 
khown better than that."’ He also 
apologized to Kane in the hallway. 

|Lubell, a New Yorker, has con- 
sistently objected Yo the way in 
which: Kane and ‘aa U.)S. At- 
torney Terry Adetrhan have} ques- 
tioned the witnesses, and, during his 
own ' éxarninations, has been told 
seyeral times by Judge Cahill, 
“That's not the way we do things 
here,” or }’That’s not the procedure 
we follow.’

Kane apologize to jurors for im- 
proper remarks about Brimberry’s

| The Granite City Park District 

Board of Commissioners approved 

its annual list of summer employees, 
cluding young seasonal staffers, 


Approximately 100 workers will be — 


‘employed by the park district, in- 


¢luding/about 80 seasonal employees 
who wil sell concessions, be station- 
ed at the park pool and baseball 
fields ahd assist:in the maintenance 
of the gardens and grounds. 

, THE HIRING procedures raised a 
question this year, as other employ- 
ment procedures have in the past. A 
few years ago, commissioners had 


decided to strike reference require- 
ments from job application forms to 
avoid being a¢cused of favoritism in 
hiring. 

This year, the issue of hiring more 
than one staff member from the 
same family was discussed. The cur- 
rent hiring list does contain some 
related members, including the 
sister of David Nolan, director of 
parks and récreation. She has been 
employed by the district previously. 

According to Commissioner Barry. 
Loman, the district has always had a 
rule against hiring two members 


from the same family. No other park 
commissioner, however, backed 
Loman’s statement. Commissioner 
Jack Hood, chairman of the person- 
nel committee, said he could not 
recall a time when there have 
been two or more employees

Worthen agreed with Hood that the 
hiring of related employees has oc- 
curred many times.

This year a drawing of the Wilson Park gazebo will grace the decals 
that must be displayed on automobiles. The garden gazebo, which was 
constructed by retired park maintenance worker George Fath, will 
replace the current rendering of the city seal. Edward Schulze, city traf- 
fic engineer, designed the sticker again this year. . 

A truck will be featured on the more expensive decals required for 
vehicles weighing 1 ton or more. Motorcyclists must purchase metal tags 
for their motorcycles or motorbikes. 

Residents are expected to have the decals on their vehicles by May 1, 
but enforcement of the law usually begins the later part of May Pro- 
crastinators should be aware thafthe price of the automobile de- 
cals doubles after May 16. 

The stickers may be purchased at the City Clerk's Office in the Granite

Granite City resident Alvin 
Barnes Jr. appealed to the Granite 
City Board of Park Commissioners 
to form a committee to consider a 
Jocal sports hali of fame. 

Barnes, a sports columnist for the

Brimberry is charged with lying to 
the grand jury about) Skinner's in- 
volvement in the |$16 million 
embezzlement scheme which 
destroyed the firm. : 

Testifying that she ‘‘had no idea” 
that Brimberry was involved in 
what Lubell referred to as a ‘‘mam- 
moth stock. fraud,” Mrs. Elliot told 
the jury that she went:to Florida to 
pick up blank stock certificates at 
Brimberry’s request 

“IT WASN’T unusual for him to do 
something somewhat different that 
what someone else would do,” she 
told Lubell. ‘When he wanted 
something, he wanted something."’ 

In later testimony, Arthur Miller 
Jr. of Granite City, Brimberry’s 
brother-in-law, told jurors that he 
received $250,000 to $300,000 from a~ 
ficticious account set, up in his name 
at Stix, and that he lost that money 
‘gambling, - (buying) expensive 
cars, (taking) trips, things like 
that.”

Telling jurors that he had an 
agreement to split the money receiv- 
ed from that account equally, he 
said that Skinner would cash Stix 
checks and divide the money bet- 
ween Brimberry and him. 

AFTER eventually telling 
Brimberry that he “didn’t trust 
Dyane_ with . (his) part of the 
money,"’ Miller testified that he 
quarreled ‘with. Brimberry, and 
threatened to inform Internal 
Revenue Service agents of the illicit 


scheme. - 

Miller alleged that “Brimberry 
taiked him out of reporting the ac- 
tivity to the IRS, telling him, “You'll 
be getting a lot of people in trouble,”’ 
and named those people as Jerry 
Maeras, Jim Massa, Brimberry, 
Miller and Miller’s parents. 

‘Brimberry also told. him, “I’m 
afraid if you go there, Jim Massa or 
Jerry Maeras might have you kill- 
ed,”’ Miller testified. 

SKINNER also told Miller that he 
or his family might be harmed if the 
IRS was alerted, Miller testified: 

‘Miller opted not to report the swin- 
dle, he told the jury, saying, 
“There's not fnuch a person can do 
when you get threats on your life and 
ypur family.”” 

| Testifying that he followed in- 
structions from -Brimberry to 
destroy records relating to his bank 
account funded with Stix money, 
‘Miller said that he threw a 
checkbook containing statements, 
cancelled checks, check stubs: and 
blank checks into his fireplace. 

“TOM SAID if I burned them, the 
IRS would have a harder time piec- 
ipg the whole thing together,” Miller 
said.

When a child is born out of wedlock, the question 
often arises as to‘ what right the father has. It first 
has to be determined whether or not the father's 

_name appears on the birth certificate. If the father’s 
name appears nowhere on the birth certificate, then 
in the eyes of the law the man is hot recognized as 
the father of the child. However, this does not mean 


that he will forever be barred from acknowledging - 


paternity. Even the father who is not named on this 
birth certificate can subsequently go to court and 
have a court order entered recognizing paternity. 
One situation where this problem arises is when 
the alleged father failed to support the child. Fre- 
quently women come to an attorney seeking child 
rt from the man they cl: is the father of 
their child. The only way to bring about an obliga- 
tion to support the child is for the mother to bring a 
paternity suit. Eventually, if this is contested, a 
i 


hearing will be held, at which time a judge will 
decide from all of the evidence whether or not the 
man is the father of the child and how much child 
support he should be required to pay. 

Until the mother takes the time and the effort to 
go to court, the father will be under no obligation to 
provide support. It should be realized that if the 
court finds that a man is the father and that he 
should provide support, more than likely the father 
will also be granted visitation. This is something 
women often fail to realize when they return to 
court ina paternity suit. : 

In other instances, the alleged father comes to an 
attorney seeking to enforce his rights. In this situa- 
tion the father usually is not being given the op- 
portunity to visit the child and he wants to go to 
court to have his rights defined. The father can go to 
court and acknowledge paternity and, thereby, be 
granted reasonable visitation. It is important to 
note that reasonable visitation is often defined.as 
every other weekend, two weeks in the summer and 
alternating major holidays. 

Once again, .by acknowledging paternity, the 
father of the child born out of wedlock will not only 
be granted visitation but will also be ordered to pay 
child support. So the father who goes to court in this 
instance should realize that the court will not only 
enforce his rights but will also order him to perform 
certain obligations with regard to the child, namely 
the payment of child support.
